Venice fights reassessment

Amid complaints that it 
wasn’t doing anything to fight 
the recent dramatic reassess- 
ment of the AmerenUE power 
plant, the Venice City Council 
approved challenging the con- 
stitutionality of the state law 
allowing that reassessment.

The assessed valuation of 
AmerenUE’s Venice generat- 
ing plant was recently 
reassessed to $1 million from 
$6 million. That reassessment, 
along with a negative multipli- 
er, is the major reason Venice 
residents will see about a 14 
percent increase in their tax 
bill this year 

The owner of a $30,000 
home would pay $1,092.53 in 
property taxes. Last year that 
same home would have cost 
$959.15. 

At the beginning of the

Y¥2K problem not 
as terrible as you 
might really think 


Some people might try to take 
advantage of situation, however

The year 2000 computer problem, or Y2K as it is widely 
known, has caused trepidation among some, increased work for 
computer programmers, opportunity for scam artists and fear of 
lawsuits for others. 

The Y2K problem is just the inability of older computer 
programs to recognize the year 2000. Some disruptions are 
possible, but government agencies and businesses are working 
ailipently to find solutions and make corrections. 

The House of Representatives has acted by passing a bill 
limiting lawsuits due to a computer programming problem, not 
in the direct control of many personal computer users. A 90-day 
waiting period before lawsuits are filed would allow businesses 
to correct the problem. A $250,000 limit on punitive damages 
would prevent frivolous lawsuits. Actual losses and attorney fees 
would not be capped. 

This legislation would allow companies to spend money on 
fixing the computer problem instead ef paying for lawyers to 
fend off lawsuits. I was proud to co-sponsor this common-sense 
protection for small businesses, who should not be held 
responsible for a simple computer glitch 

For those businesses wishing to check their computer systems 
now, the Small Business Administration has setup a hotline 
staffed with experts, who can assist small businesses with their 
Y2K questions. The number to call is (800) Y2K-7557 (925-7557) 

Many criminals are also trying to cash in on people’s fears 
and lack of computer expertise. One such scam relates to 
banking. This scam involves the transfer of funds to another 
account until the bank can comply with Y2K problems. This is 
not necessary 

If you received such a call, notify your bank immediately 
Never give account information over the telephone. 














No one really knows how big a problem this computer error | 
will be. Businesses and government are spending billions of 
dollars to check their computers and repair Y2K defects. All of 
these efforts should prevent major catastrophes.

5 percent rate increase by six 
months, saving residential 
consumers $50 million to $70 
million. The company also _ 
agreed to set up a $250 million 
environmental and energy 
conservation trust fund and 

spend $2 billion on improving 
its suburban infrastructure 
over five years.

Mosquitoes like these are starting to come out once again throughout Madison County, 
including the Tri-Cities area. The pesky insects can do more than create an itching 
nuisance — they can also spread serious diseases such as encephalitis and malaria. 


Fighting mosquitoes should be 
everyone’s summer priority 


Pesky insects can often spread serious diseases 


from reaching maturity and 
possibly spreading diseases 
such as encephalitis — 
characterized by an 
inflammation of the brain, 
headaches, fever and aches 
and pains — and malaria, 
which causes a high fever and 
chills 

Mosquitoes go through three 
stages before reachinj 
adulthood — first as the egg, 
then developing into a larvae 
and then to a pupa. These 
stages require water, and even 
a tiny puddle will suffice. If a 
plentiful source of water is 
available and warm 
temperatures prevail, the cycle 
to maturity takes little time to 
complete. 

“That whole cycle can be 
completed in as little as 10 
days,’’ Corona said. 

Precautions need to be taken 
when going outside. One is 
replacing perfume with insect 

repellent. Using electric bu; 
zappers and citronella candles

Every child’s wading pool, 
each tiny puddle, even gutters 
clogged by leaves could be 
potential breeding grounds for 
mosquitoes, warns the Madison 
County Health Department 















Lemon balm and pennyroyal 
are herbal repellents that are 
less toxic than traditional bug 
sprays found in stores 

Although no cases of 
encephalitis or malaria were 
reported in Madison County in 
1998 or so far this year, Corona 
and health professionals said 
people still need to be on 
guard. 

“Both of those diseases have 
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decreased compared to years 
before,’’ said Virginia llch, 
hospital infection control 
coordinator and registered 
nurse on staff at Alton 
Memorial Hospital. ‘‘There 
also can be extremely mild 
cases. 

“Sometimes, if we do happen 
to have large numbers of cases 
of encephalitis, then we'll 
really be concerned. The more 
numbers you have, the more 
likely you are to have more 
serious diseases.” 








New GED test in 
offing by 2001

A new edition of GED tests * 
will be implemented sometime 
in 2001, forcing some to start 
the test-taking process anew. 

The General Equivalency 
Development test can be taken 
three times per year by 
individual examinees 
attempting to receive a 
high-school equivalency 
certificate. 

Examinees have three 
chances each year to try to 

ass the test. However, those 
in the middle of a year cycle 
when the format changes in 
2001 will be required to start 
over. 

“In 2001, they won’t be able 
to use accumulated scores 
because there may be another 
test added,’’ said Regional 
Superintendent of Schools 
Harry Briggs, whose office

At the beginning of the 
meeting, Echols said that after 
some discussion, including a 
meeting with local community 
activists last week, that the 
best way is to challenge the 
law itself, rather than the 
company. 

“Tt appears that the best 
way to challenge it is not to 
file a lawsuit against UE, it is 
to file a lawsuit against the 
constitutionality of the law,”’ 
Echols said. 

He said the city wants to 
avoid a legal battle with the 
company, in part because of 
the fear of countersuits 

While several people 
criticized city officials for 
doing nothing about the 
situation, both Echols and 
Nighohossian said there is 
nothing more they can do. 


The reassessment is based 
on state statutes that say 
power plants are only assessed 
for the undepreciated value of 
the property, instead of the 
real value as is all other 
property, and are the only 
ones receiving such a break. 

“That's the state of the law 
in Ilinois,’’ Nighohossian said. 
“They are treated differently. 

He said Venice is probably 
the absolute worst-case 
scenario of what that law can 


do to a community. 

“It’s not something that 
anybody planned,’’ he said. 
“Everything bad just came 
together here.” 

However, Nighohossian said 
that at some point in time the 
assessed value of the plant will 
be close to zero, and the utility 
can only sell it for that 
amount 

He also said the city can use 
éminent domain to purchase 
the plant for that amount and 
run it. 

Nighohossian said the city 
was originally notified that 
AmerenUE was seeking a 
reassessment last spring. 

Normally, the Madison 
County Board of Review would 
send notice for a hearing, but 
because the company cited 
several Illinois Supreme Court 
cases and state law, the board 
granted reassessment without 
a hearing, rather than 
complicate the issue further. 

The city filed an appeal, 
which was heard and denied 
Jan. 8. In the meantime, 
Nighohossian said the city 
requested a meeting with 
company Officials to see if 
some kind of deal could be 
negotiated to lessen the 
impact, 

That meeting wes held in 
December, and although all 
taxing bodies affected by the 
reassessment were notified, 
the only representatives at the 


meeting were Echols, 
Nighohossian and a 
late-arriving representative 
from the Venice School 
District. 

Nighohossian said 
AmerenUE officials basically 
told them to ‘‘go fly a kite,”’ 
and that they would not 
negotiate. 

He also said there was no 
point in appealing the case to 
either the Madison County or 
state board of review. 

“My legal opinion, then and 
now, was that we were dead in 
the water,”” Nighohossian said. 

“I had read the law. There 
was nothing we could do,” he | 
added. ‘‘There was nothing to 
base an appeal on.”” 

He also said that if the city 
would lose the case, the most 
likely outcome, then it would 
be responsible for paying 
interest on the amount of tax 
revenue in question to 
AmerenUE | 

And while the city will 
challenge the constitutionality 
of the law, he said the best 
solution is in the legislature. 


Echols said they have waited 
to do that until the city had the 
final information on the 1998 
tax rates. 

Now that they have that 
information, Echols said the 1 
council would ask area 
legislators to come to a 
meeting and discuss the issue

MADISON Villoge

Farthing. 

“Over time, the amount of 
the fine has remained the 
same, but the way it is 
allocated has meant fewer 
dollars return to the 
municipality that wrote the 
ticket,” Farthing said. 
“People may be surprised 
that more of the revenue 
doesn’t stay with the village. 
More and more of it is 
allocated to statewide 
programs. 

Driver’s education, crime 
victim’s compensation, 
battered women’s shelters 
and courthouse security are 
just some of the avenues 
through which traffic fine 
revenues are channeled. 
Madison County Traffic 
Division Supervisor Crystal 
Hale said the allocation 
percentages have remained 
the same for six years but 
can vary from stares to 





count; 

ether it’s a $75 
speeding ticket, a $200 fine 
for driving with a suspended 
or revoked license or an 
uninsured motorist fine, the 
percentages of how the 
revenues are divided remain 
the same for Madison 
County,’’ Hale said. “‘We’ve 
been on the same allocation 
percentages since 1993.’" 

“I think the most we get 
on any ticket is 50 percent of 
the fine,’’ said Caseyville 
Police Chief Ron 
Tamburello.
